Judge Overrules Objection as to 
- Jurisdiction in Former 
Prosecutor’s Case.

“After hearing two physicians testify 
that Rowland L. Johnston, former Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of St. Louis County, is 
insane and has been impaired mentally 
for perhaps a year, Probate Judge 
Shackleford of Clayton Saturday over- 
ryled an objection as to the jurisdiction 
‘of his court and ‘proceeded with an in- 
quiry into Johnston's mental condition. 

e inquiry was requested several 


days ago by Johnston's wife, Mrs. May 
C. Johnston, after she had dismissed a 
separate maintenance suit filed June 27. 
Application for the hearing was a sequel 
to the arrest of Johnston's stenographer, 
Miss Mildred Kurtenacker, on a charge 
of having stolen her employer's jewelry, 
money and private papers. 

On this arrest and Miss Kurtenacker’s 
detention incommunicado in Clayton 
jail more than five hours is based the 
young woman's $100,000 damage _ suit 
against Prosecuting Attorney Mills and 
Constable Bode of St. Louis County 
and Detectives John J. McCarthy and 
Robert Kaiser of St. Louis. 

The hearing on Johnston's mental 
‘condition was blocked at first by a writ 
of prohibition from the St’ Louis Court 
of Appeals. This writ was annulled by 
the Supreme Court a few days ago. 

’ The physicians called at the hearing 
are Drs. N. W. Hoge and Charles G. 
‘Chaddock, who are treating Johnston 
in St. Louis. His insanity, they said, 
is ‘due to extreme nervousness resulting 
from a disordered brain. They testified 
that he was strapped with sheets to his 
cot in the Baptist Hospital, one sheet 
being fastened around his waist and 
another around the ankles. 

The physicians at first were called as 
witnesses on the question of jurisdiction, 
and the taking of their testimony occu- 
piled two’ hours. It was intended to 
prove that Johnston became insane 
while residing in St. Louis County. 

‘Only a quarter of an hour was re- 
quired to impanel a jury. Ten of the 
members are personal friends of John- 
ston, having known him for years, and 
the other two said they had heard of 
him frequently when he was Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. 

Attorneys representing Johnston con- 
tended that he did not live in St. 
Louis County, and that Judge Shackle- 
ford had no right to entertain the ques- 
tion of his sanity. The testimony of 
the physicians was admitted by the 
Court over the brotent, of Johnston's 
attorneys. 

Thomas J. Rowe, attorney for Mrs. 
Johnston, said their testimony was com- 
petent, as it was his purpose to show 
that Johnston was insane at the time 
he left his wife's home at the Crags,: 

~Mear Fern Gien, St. Louis County, April 
6, and that under. the circumstances 
that was still his legal residence. 

| Not Sane for a Year. 

‘On this statement Judgo Shackleford 
decided to hear the testimony of the 
Physicians. They both testified that the 
form of insanity from which Johnston 

- Was suffering was one of gradual devel- 
opment, and that in their opinion he 
had not been sane really for a year. Dr. 

Hoge satd-<that the one time he saw 
Johnston he talked incoherently ana

A few min- 
utes later, she testified, Mrs. Cabanne 
rushed into the kitchen of the Manger 
home and slapped her after shouting, 
“You little devil, I'll kill you if you 
touch my children again.’’ 

Mrs. Cabanne said she and her hus- 
‘and were walking along the street 
when Olive overtook them and said 
Marjorie had slapped her and was look- 
ing for Goode, who was hiding in the 
alley. Mrs. Cabanne testified she went 
to the alley to look for Goode and saw 
Marjorie in thé backyard of the ‘Man- 
ger Home.

Work on Theological Institute 
to Cost $500,000, Will Be |

j}of a theological seminary’ on which 


work will begin in a few weeks. The 


new seminary will cost $500,000, it is 
said. 

The tract is one of the most beauy- 
tiful in St. Louis County and is con- 
sidered very valuable. The Archbishop 
declined to name the price paid for 
the ground. 

“The money,” he said, ‘‘was contrib- 
uted by persons of this diocese and the 
seminary will educate priests for this 
diocese. Some of the money was left 
in wills for the purpose and a part of 
it was contributed. 

Will Accommodate 200. 

“No defir}te plans have been made for 
improving the property. The seminary 
will accommodate about 20€ students 
and will be known as the ‘Diocesan 
Seminary.” Work will begin in a few 
weeks and we hope to have it completed 
in a year and a half.’’ 

The Archbishop says he is pleased 
with the success of this project which 
he and his friends have had in mind 
for several years, but have not dis- 
cussed publicly. The question of a 
desirable site was the first considera- 
tion and sevaral tracts were inspected 
before the Drummond farm was se- 
lected. 

In raising the money for the site and 
the building there has been no cam- 
paign made for funds, but wealthy mem- 
bers of the ehurch and others not so 
wealthy have added tod it from time to 
time until finanéing the plan was made 
easy. Just how much money has been 
raised ‘is not ‘known, but it is said by 
those familiar with the plan that sev- 
eral large bequests for the seminary 
fund have been received.

LONDON, July 27. —“Kid’’ McCoy, the 
pugilist, who was brought up again at 
Bow Street Police Court today on a pro- 
visional extradition warrant issued on 
behalf of the Belgian Government on the 
allegation that he-was implicated in the 
theft of $80,000 of jewels from the Prin- 
cess of Thurn and Taxis at Ostend, was 
remanded until Aug. 2 without bail, 
which can only be allowed with the con- 
sent of the Belgian legation. 

The lawyer who appeared on behalf 
of McCoy, in endeavoring fo secure the 
assent of the Belgian minister to his re- 
lease, declared the value of the jewels 
stolen from the Russian Princess in 
Ostend was only $8000. 

The one-time prize-ring idol Wwas 
flushed and indignant when the Magis- 
trate announced that he could not ac- 
cept bail until he had more. complete 
information regarding the charges 
against McCoy lodged by the Ostend 
authorities. He angrily declared that he 
knew absolutely nothing of the robbery 
of the Princess and demanded to be 
informed of the ,details of the accusa- 
tion. 

These were not immediately forthcom- 
ing. He had been arrested on what is 
known as a provisional extradition war- 
rant. When Scotland Yard is fully in- 
formed it will lay these facts before the 
Magistrate, who will then decide wheth- 
er they warrant holding McCoy for the 
issuance of extradition papers by the 
home office, or whether McCoy should 
be set free. Meanwhile McCoy had to 
go to jail. | 


Friend of Suspected Thieves, 

The Scotland Yark authorities ad- 
mitted that at present they know little 
more than that McCoy was supposed to 
have been the associate at the Grand 
Palace Hotel of a man known as 
“Squeezer’” Kemp, who with a woman 
companion and two Belgians have been 
arrested at Ostend and held on the 
charge of robbing the Princess of $80,000 
worth of jewelry. Not even the theft 
of so rich a store of gems, however, 
quite despoils the Princess, for her col- 
lection of ornaments is valued at $290,000. 

Under his own name of Norman Selby, 
McCoy and his wife have been staying 
at the Cecil Hotel in London. Mrs. 
Selby freely admitted that she and her 
husband had spent several weeks in 
Ostend recently,. but she asserted his 
arrest in connection with the Grand 
Palace Hotel jewel. robbery to be “a 
horrible mistake.’’ 

Wife Believes Him Innocent, 

“It will not take my husband long to 
prove this to be the fact. I don’t think 
he will ever be extradited to Ostend in 
the matter. I don’t think a tithe of 
evidence can be shown that would war- 
rant this being done.” 

The robbery was reported to the po- 
lice at Ostend by the. Princess last 
Wednesday. The thieves, she declared, 
had engaged a suite adjoining her apart- 
ments and in her absence forced an en- 
trance to her rooms and helped them- 
selves to her jewel box. 

The Princess of Thurn and Taxis was 
formerly Lida Nicolls of Uniontown, 
Pa. There was a Pullman car court- 
ship between her and Gen, Gerald Fitz- 
gerald in 1899 while they were on their 
way to the Pacific Coast, and she mar- 
ried him in Los Angeles. 


Princess Was Divorcee. 

Seven years later she was divorced 
from him ‘and received $20,000 a year 
alimony and $300,000 in trust for their 
three children. Last November, against 
the opposition of her uncle, Jonah 
Thompson, a wealthy coke operator and 
banker of Pittsburg, she married the 
adventurous Prince Victor of Thurn 
and Taxis, a man of many romances, 
some of them decidedly tinged with the 
mercenary.

Spreckles Interest Would

WASHINGTON, July 27.--An agree- 
ment between regular and progressive 
Republicans was reached today for the 
passage of a sugar tariff bill fixing a 
duty of $1.0 per 100 pounds in place of 
the present rate of $1.9. The pact which 
it was believed would hold throughout 
‘the day, provided that the progressives 
should stand with the regular Repub- 
licans, deserting their previous alliance 
with the Democrats. 

An amendment offered by Senator 
Bristow was at once accepted by Sena- 
tor Lodge, and adopted without a vote 
of the Senate emphasizing the agree- 
ment between the regulars and progres- 
sives. The amendment was to reduce 
the $1.82% rate of the Lodge Dill to 
$1.60. 

Senator Bristow said that with this 
change the Lodge bill was acceptable 
to Him. 

“The bill as now amended,’ said Sen- 
ator Bristow, “fixes a duty of 9% cents 
per hundred pounds for sugar 75 per 
cent pure and adds 2.6 cents per hun- 
dred pounds for each degree of purity 
above that. The existing law adds 3% 
cents for each degree. 

.- A bitter attack by Senator Lodge upon 
‘American cane sugar refiners opened the 
sugar debate in the Senate. He charged 
the refiners with attempting to strike 
down their competitors, the beet sugar 
producers, by fighting for. free or re- 
duced duties on raw sugar. Mr. Lodge 
endorsed a substitute bill he had report- 
ed from the Finance Committee which 
would abolish the Dutch standard test 
and the tariff differentials of the pres- 
ent law. 

Would Kill Interesit«. 

Senator Lodge declared that one year 
after abolishing sugar duties the do- 
mestic industry would be dead and the 
consumer would be paying exorbitant 
prices. 

“Who in the United States is seeking 
to bring about this result?’ he asked. 

“So far as I have been able to learn,”’ 
he said, answering his own question, 
“the movement for free sugar outside 
of Congress had come from one of the 
three great sugar refineries of the coun- 
‘try, and from that source alone. The 
American Sugar Refining Co. and the 
Arbuckles have not appeared in this 
campaign for free sugar, but the Fed- 
eral company, belonging to the 
Spreckies interests, has spent money, 
employed agents and lobbyists, distrib- 
uted broadcast throughout the country 
circulars filled with statements more 
or less false, and has urged the removal 
of the duties on sugar. 

Not Fight Against Trusts. 
“The so-called independent refiners. 
who are denouncing the present duties 
On sugar, claim that they are fighfing 
the trust, although aside from what- 

_ @ver interest it may have in the domes- 
tic industry, the interests of the trust 
are identical with all other refiners.”

Says Quarrel Was Over Her. 

“If Arthur ever quarreled with his fa- 
ther I did not know it. He was not on 
good terms with his mother but he al- 
ways spoke well of his father. His 
mother objected to him going with me. 
Abopt two weeks ago she came here to 
the house and asked me to give him up. 
I told her we were engaged. That made 
her angry. 

“After he left home Arthur-told me 
he couldn't stay there because his moth- 
er was always making slighting remarks 
about me.”’

LIBERTY IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Is it a harmless form of midsummer mad- 
ness that is culminating in a landwide discussion 
of women’s skirts, or is it a growing disposition 
or. the part of some people to regulate other peo- 
ple’s personal affairs? 

There has always been some fault-finding with 
the styles women wore. It is worth recording, 
however, that the modest woman has never in- 
viled criticism in any style, while it is probable 
that the opposite type would make herself con- 
spicuous in any style, however subdued. Those 
who profess to see evil in the present simple and 
natural-waisted but snug-skirted mode probably 
are the same who complained of the accordion- 
pleated skirt and the tight-laced waist or the 
puffed sleeve or, further back, the hoop skirt. But 
there seems to be more of the complainers now 
and they complain more concertedly; they are 
better organized. 

We are serenely confident that the style will 
change of its own accord eventually, whether for 
better or for worse, and we find the complaint 
against it significant only because it is charac- 
teristic of the growing spirit of the times. 

The tendency to meddlesomeness is on the in- 
crease and in many matters affecting personal 
liberty, habits, moral and social customs and 
matters merely of taste we perceive meddlesome- 
ness not merely protesting or decrying, but in 
force, organized, campaigning, lobbying and even 
legislating. Many laws.the busybodies have writ- 
ten, directly and indirectly, upon the books, and 
they have become a subtle but a perceptible in- 
fluence upon legislation in general. 

We would remind those who are too much con- 
cerned for what should be the private affairs of 
their fellow countrymen that the despotism of 
silly and vexatious regulation affecting habits 
and customs is as deadly to liberty as is the 
tyranny of thrones and scepters. There must be 
freedom of conscience and freedom of taste; there 
must be moral freedom, individuality and inde- 
pendence of thought and action; there must be 
room for a difference of opinion and a difference 
of habit and behavior in this country or there 
can be no liberty. The petty enemies of personal 
prerogatives are the great foes of political and 
constitutional freedom. 

The danger to our free institutions is that dem-

CHAPTER II 


Boyhood in Georgia. 


N the spring of 1858, Thomas 
Woodrow Wilson being then 2 
years old, the family moved to 
Augusta, Ga., where the father 
was to be pastor of the Presby- 

terlan Church for the next four years. 
With his entrance upon the Augusta 
pastorate, the Rev. Mr. Wilson became 
one of the most noted ministers in the 
South. At the*division of the Presby- 
terlan Church into Northern and South- 
ern branches he invited the first general 
assembly of the latter to meet in his 
church, and became its permanent clerk. 
In 1865 Dr. Wilson was Styled ‘‘Stated 
Clerk” of the Southern Presbyterian 
General Assembly, and he continued to 
be such until 1899, when he resigned, be- 
ing then 77 years old and having kept 
the Southern Presbyterian records for 
nearly 40 years. He was moderator of 
the assembly in 1879. He died at Prince- 
ton, N. J., in his eighty-first year. Of 
the Rev. Dr. Wilson’s children other 
than Woodrow, the elder daughter, Ma- 
rion, married the Rev. Ross Kennedy. 
a Presbyterian minister, who died in 
Augusta, Ark., some years ago. The 
younger daughter, Annie Josephine, be- 
came the wife of a physician and sur- 
eon of Columbia, Dr. George 
owe. Mrs. Howe is now living, a 
widow, in Raleigh, N. C, A second gon, 
and fourth child, Joseph R., was born 
10 years after Woodrow. After leaving 
college, Joseph R. Wilson went to Nash- 
ville, Tenn., where he has made him- 
self a name as a litical writer of in- 
fluence in state affairs. He is now city 
editor of the Nashville Banner.

MONG scientists it is very gen- 
erally conceded that the dis- 
covery of radium gave to the 
world one of its most inter- 
esting and unique riddles. 

After all the “cranks,” as well 48 


petual motion machine; after all the al- 
chemists and their scientific successors, 
the chemists, had failed to change any 
single chemical element into another, and 
the world had settled down to the belief 
in the impossibility of achieving either 
of these aims, the discovery of the phe- 
nomena of radioactivity seemed to show 
the fallacy of the conclusion in both 
cases. 

The discovery of radium was the logi- 
cal result of the attempt of Becquerel, 
in 1906, to find a chemical substance 
which would produce X-rays. This fa- 
mous French scientist seemed to have 
succeeded when he found that all com- 
pounds of the rather rare element 
uranium gave rays that, like X-rays, 
could penetrate light-proof screens and 
act upon photographic plates. A very 
remarkable fact was then discovered; 
the ores of uranium were ‘far more 
active than their uranium content would 
lead one to expect. This discovery led 
Mme. Curie, the brilliant young wife 
of Prof. Curie, Becquerel’s colleague, to 
search for other active substances than 
uranium in such minerals. After two 
or three years of most difficult work, 
from a ton of ore as mugh radium 48 
could be heaped upon a dime was ob- 
tained, in the form of pure radium chlo- 
ride, a white crystalline substance over 
a million times as active as an equal 
weight of uranium, A bit of this radium 
no larger than a pinhead could produce 
a photograph in a minute or two. The 
radium itself glowed faintly jn the dark 
and caused certain minerals, as zinc 
blende or diamonds, brought near it to 
glow quite brilliantly. Viewed: with 4 
magnifying glass, the glow of the zinc 
blende is seen to be due to numerous 
distinct sparks or scintillations, each 
visible for but a moment. 

Not only light, but heat also is pro- 
duced. At first it was thought that this 
heat was produced continuously and 
with no apparent diminution or loss of 
radium as time went on. This led to 
the statement that radium was a source 
of perpetual energy. We now know 
that the rate of heat production is, slow- 
ly dintinishing and that a given quantt- 
ty of radium can produce only & limit- 
ed total amount of heat energy, which 
is, however, about a million times 46 
great as that formed by the burning of 
an equal weight of coal. The chemical 
and. physiological activities of radium 
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are also matters of ‘great. interest and

The rays or radiation of radium are of 
three sorts, the “alpha,” the ‘“beta’’ 
and the “gamma” rays. The latter are 
nearly identical with X-rays, the beta 
rays are electrons.or particles of nega- 
tive electricity shot out at velocities of 
The alpha 
rays are material particles, also shot 


,gut at nearly as great velocities as the 


Beta’ rays. The identification of the 


alpha rays as atoms of the gaseous ele-} 


nent helium was one of the great dis- 
coveries that went far to explain the 
mystery of radium. In addition to he- 
lum, radium also produces continuously 
another gas, the emanation, which like 
radium itself, is intensely radioactive. 
Now, both helium and emanation are 
material substances, each of which is an 
element, and the change of radium into 
these gases is, from the chemical stand- 
point, Quite as marvelous as that of sil- 
ver into gold would be. But this is 
only a part of the story; radium itself 
is being continuously produced ‘by the 
element uranium, and the final product 
of the emanation is very probably the 
metallic element lead. 


Any adequate theory in explanation of 
the phenomena of radioactivity must 
naturally be based on an assumption 
regarding the nature of matter and the 
structure of the atoms. It has long been 
evident that we cannot consider the 
atoms to be solid, indivisible particles. 
It is now thought that an atom is made 
up of electrons and helium particles 
moving in concentric circles with enor- 
mous velocities, and that the atoms of 
one element differ from those of an- 
other element only in the number and 
arrangement of their component parts. 
Such an atomic system would usually 
be stable, as in case of elements not 
radioactive. But if it were not wholly 
stable, it would in time break up and 
in so doing throw out electrons or 
helium atoms with high velocities. 


According to this theory, the energy 
of radium has existed in the atom as 
the energy of fits rapidly revolving 
parts, but’ becomes apparent only when 
the atom disintegrates. Radium seemed 
to have a constant activity merely be- 
cause it was changing very slowly— 
about .& per cent a year; it Is, there- 
fore, not a source of perpetual energy. 
The change of one radioactive element 
into another and into helium is account. 
ed for in the following simple fashion: 
The larger, heavier parent atom - dis- 
integrates, shooting out an electron, or 
an alpha ray, which is an atom of 
helium, and leaving a smaller atom of 
a new element, which becomes in the 
course of time unstable and in its turn
